2. The prior art does not disclose or suggest a film cassette assembly having "an outer film 
cover adapted to receive said film clip", wherein the film clip includes "a winding housing" and 
receives a "film cartridge", and "an inner film cover received in said outer film cover" in 
combination with the remaining claim elements as set forth in claims 1-3 and 5. 

3. The prior art does not disclose or suggest "an outer film cover" having a "film clip", 
wherein the film clip has a "winding housing" and coupled "film cartridge", received therein and 
"an inner film cover disposed over said film clip" in combination with the remaining claim 
elements as set forth in claims 6-10. 

4. The prior art does not disclose or suggest "first and second removable covers enclosing a 
portion of said film clip when said film clip is removed from said film housing" in combination 
with the remaining elements as claimed in claims 11- 15. 

5. The prior art does not disclose or suggest "inserting the film clip into the first film cover" 

6. and "inserting the second film cover over the film clip" in combination with the 
remaining method steps as claimed in claims 16-18. 

7. The prior art does not disclose or suggest "attaching the first and second film covers to 
one another over the film clip" in combination with the remaining method steps as claimed in 
claims 19-21. 

8. The prior art does not disclose or suggest "attaching the first and second film covers to 
the film clip on opposite sides of the film clip between the film cartridge and the winding 
housing" in combination with the remaining method steps as claimed in claims 22-23.
